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| NEW BOOKS 
ON SHELVES OF 
CITY LIBRARY 


ONE MAN’S FREEDOM, by Hd- 
ward Bennett Williams, is a book 
| tor careful and thoughtful read- 
ing, a tremendous human docu- 
ment. Inevitably it will be com- 
pared with Nizer’s MY LIFE IN 
COURT,.. but the two books are 
written from wholly different 
angles. Nizer’s book is auto- 
biographical, but Williams’ 
book is basically. his. philosophy 
as a defense lawyer. Built around 
his belief that our civil liberties 
are threatened, this is a plea for 
sustaining a government of laws, 
a government by consent of the 
governed, and he sees world peace 
only as achieved through a foun- 
dation built on law. 

The sarcastic title of the book 
“THE.AGE OF HAPPY PROB- 
LEMS, comes from: the statement 
made to Herbert Gold, the auth- 
or, by a TV producer — “I don’t 
think you know what we want. 
We want happy stories about hap- 
py people with happy problems.” 
This is a collection of sharp, hon- 
est, provocative essays on life in 
the United States. With percep- 
tion and irony, Gold holds up a 
mirror to us all. 

Life on the Italian peninsula 
many MANY hundreds of years 
ago, is described in two recent 
books. In THE VALLEY OF CA- 
MONICA, by Emanuel Anati, we 
have a fascinating glimpse of a 
people forgotten until now. Their 
independent existence ended when

THE GREEN LIGHT 


Recently we have had professors, politicians and others 
erudite in matters economic, advising of a possible business re- 
cession. Many are taking it for granted that the break in stock 
prices, the drop in confidence, will be followed by a business 
slump. 

Not all agree with this. In support of the contention that a 
business recession IS NOT a foregone conclusion, is the follow- 
ing. 

Our basic economic problems (union monopolies, sky-high 
taxes, earnings squeeze, etc.) are indeed serious but they are 
not new. We had them last year and the year before and the 
year before, etc. Actually few business upturns as solid as the 
current one have been so belittled by so many. The press and 
the Administration constantly refer to the failure of the economy 
to move ahead more vigorously, giving the impression that it is 
not doing well. The trouble does not lie in the vigor of the 1962 
advance but in the cverly-optimistic projections of late 1961 and 
the political and academic hoop-la about ‘'speeding up our 
growth rate." Economic activity has been pushing ahead in good 
style, industrial activity reached an all time high in May for the 
third successive month and is right on its long-term trend line. 


The Federal Reserve Board index of industrial production 
made a new all-time high in May. If has gained each month this 
year. In addition, other broad indicators approaching or reach- 
ing new records include: employment, personal income and ex- 
penditures, housing starts, automobile sales, ccnstruction activity, 
capital spending, corporate profits. 


The presence of an abundant supply of money certainly 
contradicts the gloomy forecasts. Banks are flush. Working capi- 
tal of corporations has never been stronger with cash earnings 
at new highs. 


There are many other substantial reasons why _ business 
should not only remain good but get substantially better. The 
decline in stock values is evidence of a general re-evaluation. 
Investors who are able to see through the maze of confusion are 
finding a real opportunity. While investors may not see a bright, 
clear green light, it definitely is not red. :

DRIVE TO STAMP OUT POLIO SPONSORED 
BY TULARE COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY 


VISALIA, July 5 -—— A drive 
to stamp out polio using oral 
polio vaccine has been scheduled 
to begin in September. The mass 
immunization program through- 
out the county will be sponsored 
by the Tulare County Medical so- 
clety. 

Participating in the drive, to 
be known as “SOP on _ SOS” 
(Stamp Out Polio on Sabin Oral 
Sunday) will be public and pri- 
vate health agencies, physicians, 
nurses, and other allied and medi- 
cal and professional personnel, as 
well as civic and governmental 
groups, 

The Tulare County program 
will begin in the fall to coincide 
with the overall statewide attack 
on the crippling disease. The aim 
{s to have at least 120,000 county 


residents receive three doses each 
of the Sabin oral vaccine at five 
to six weeks intervals. The three 
Sundays will be in September, No- 
vember, and December. 

The Sabin oral vaccine is taken 
by mouth (no needles) by placing 
two drops of the vaccine on a 
eube of sugar. The sugar is 
chewed and swallowed. For in- 
fants, two drops are placed in the 
mouth. The cost will be 25 cents 
for each dose. 

Until the fall oral vaccine cam- 
paizn begins, Salk vaccine injec- 
tions are suggested as an alter- 
nate method to obtain immuniza- 
tion against polio.

profession. After Tewksbury 
moved into the “big time’’ in Hol- 
lywood, White often joked with 
him about “when are you going 
to give me a job?” 

Then it happened a few months 
ago. q 

“Pete phoned to ask if I want- 
ed to read for a part in his new 
series,’ White says. “I decided to 
try it, and the next thing I knew 
I’m under contract.” 

So far about 10 of the hour 
shows have been put on film, 
with White appearing in seven 
of them. With the first 13 shows 
to be completed by August, White 
will be in front of the cameras 
again either the last of this week 
or the first of next. Shooting of 
the second 13-week series is ex- 
pected to start in October. 

As for his present acting rou- 
tine, White usually gets the script 
a day in advance. He reports 
when scheduled, getting his make- 
up first, then goes to the set: 
although the major actors re- 
hearse their scenes prior to film 
ing; White usually goes on with 
out. rehearsal. 

“In a stage show you learn an 
entire sequence and go throug 
with it,” White says, ‘but in this 
TV-‘business things are choppe 
up and you never know where 
you are. They will shoot one 
short bit several times from sev- 
eral angles, and there is no con 
tinuity. Later the film goes 
through the cutting room, and 
eventually the completed show 
comes out,’’ 

“It’s A Man’s World” tells the @ 
story of four young men growing 
up, getting their education, and 
maintaining their living quarters - 
on a house boat in a small Mid- 
western town whose chief claims 
to fame are its river and century- 
old college. 

Comedy, drama, excitement and 
adventure develop around these 
young men” as they build their 
background of new experiences 
while traveling from boyhood to 
manhood.” 

This is the type of family show 
that Tewksbury has specialized 
in. His “My Three Sons” wag 
nominated for a Screen Producers 
Guild award, and an “Emmy” 
award; his “Father Knows Best” 
series won nine Emmys, including 
one for himself; in the period af- 
ter he went to Hollywood from 
Porterville in 1954 he directed 26 
episodes of “Life With Father”, 
and he also directed ‘‘Profession- 
al Father”, “The Johnny Carson 
Show”, and Jackie Cooper’s “The 
People’s Choice’. 

As for White, he still isn’t mak- 
ing any plans to move to Holly- 
wood.

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PETER TEWKSBURY, whose My Three Sons will begin its third year as a top-rated net- 


work entry next fall, will produce, direct and, from time to time, write scripts for the new 
IT'S AMAN'S WORLD comedy-drama series of which he is the co-creator (with Jim Leighton). 


In addition to developing My Three Sons, which he also produced, directed and periodically 
wrote in its premiere season, Tewksbury won a 1958 Emmy for his direction of Father Knows 
Best and contributed many scripts to this popular family comedy. Still earlier, he was asso- 
ciated with Life with Father, as director and writer, and with The People’s Choice, as director. 


Tewksbury prepared for what was to be a many-faceted TV career at Dartmouth College, 
where he was a member of the Dartmouth Players, and at the Cleveland Playhouse. In 1945, 
while on duty with the army, he organized the drama department of the Philippine University 
in Manila, and toured the Philippine Islands with several plays. In 1948, after his release from 
military service, he founded the Barn Theatre in Porterville, California, and served as its pro- 
ducing director until spring of 1954. In six years he produced, directed and sometimes starred 
in more than seventy-five full-length shows, including dramas, comedies, mysteries, children’s 
shows, musicals and pageants, some of which he authored. 


When Broadway's longest-running comedy hit, Life With Father, was transferred to the home 
screen, Tewksbury was tapped by producer Fletcher Markle to direct 26 episodes; he also 
wrote several. Turning to live TV, he directed Professional Father and The Johnny Carson 
Show for CBS in 1955. The following year found him directing Jackie Cooper's People’s Choice 
comedy series and Father Knows Best, the popular all-time champion family comedy with 
Robert Young and Jane Wyatt. In the four years Tewksbury directed (and occasionally. wrote) 
the latter series, it won nine Emmys, including his own, and was a frequent Top Ten entry. 


In 1960 Tewksbury developed My Three Sons, for which he has been nominated for a ‘‘best 
direction’’ Emmy and a Screen Producers Guild award. Though it is totally different in style 
from IT’S A MAN'S WORLD, and half its length, My Three Sons has been praised by critics and 
viewers for some of the very qualities inherent in his new NBC series. The New York Times, in 
reviewing the premiere episode of My Three Sons commented that ‘‘the dialogue sounded as 
if it were spoken by human beings and the program reflected an awareness of the real prob- 
lems of raising a litter of boys.”’
